The  spirit  and  letter  of  the  oenstHu- 
tion  required  that  they  sheald  be  govern¬ 
ed  by  a  ualfuroi  system.  Yet  we  flud  three 
different  general  acta  now  In  fur  OS  regu¬ 
lating  the  oreetlon  and  government  of 
boroughs.  At  each  session  of  ths  legisla¬ 
ture  numerous  amendments  to  each  of 
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pne  title  in  the  general  statutes  now  eov- 
ers  111  pBgse.  Ho  variant,  inconsistent 
and  confused  are  these  acta  that  no  legal 
adviser  or  Judicial  Interpreter  oen  safely 
say  what  ths  law  is  on  many  subjects  re¬ 
lating  to  boroughs.  Besides  boroughs,  we 
have  separate  systems  respectively  far  bor¬ 
ough  commissions,  for  towns,  for  villages, 
for  seaside  resorts  and  for  townships,  each 
possessing  indiscriminately  similar  pow¬ 
ers  and  differing  only  in  name  and  ar¬ 


ea  lary  and  tbs  fete  be  paid  Into  ths  treas¬

For  some  years  past  the  annual  volume 
of  the  laws  has  been  growing  In  thickness. 
As  an  example,  let  ine  refer  to  the  most 
recent,  that  of  1895.  It  contains  106  differ¬ 
ent  acts  relating  to  cities,  48  relating  to 
boroughs,  88  relating  to  townships,  18  re¬ 
lating  to  villages.

PRESS  AND  PEOPLE 

Journalism  and  “the  Right 
to  Privacy"  Considered.

By  journalism  ia  this  title,  <5 ally 
journalism,  1  take  it,  uiuat  be  meant. 
There  ia  a  weekly  journalism  which 
een  hardly  come  within  the  coohider- 
ation,  for  eauaea  worth  noting.  One 
kind  ia  a  weekly  journalism  devoted 
to  the  exploitation  of  crime  and  of 
the  brutal  sports. of  the  underworld. 
The  pugilists  do  not  object  and  the 
criminals  have  uo  right  to  object  to 
the  attention  mhicb  they  receive. 
Another  sort  of  weekly  journalism 
invades  the  right  of  privacy  by 
scandalous  imputations  and  salacious 
writings.  It  exists  f or  that  purpose 
alone.  It  is  no|  conducted  on  the 
rules  of  legitimate  or  general  journal¬ 
ism  at  all.  It  bag  its  circulation  si 
most  exclusively,  smrog  those  who 
beheve  that  the  privacy  of  other 
people  has  no  rifp>t  which  printing  is 
bound  to  respect  *.  If  the  evils  of  that 
kind  of  journalism  are  redresaiblo  at 
all,  the  way  to  meet  them  is  li 
subject  for  our  aunnideration  then  for 

tat  of  grand  j  tries  aud  district  at 
rneys. 

Tbers  is  still  soother  kind  of  week¬ 
ly  journalism  which  is  barred  *  from 
aerions  attention.  It  c*snprises  ami¬ 
able  and  innocuous  weekly  papers 
devoted  to  so-called  society  gossip 
and  news  Sometime*  the  weeks  in 
a  year  are  too  many  for  the  measure 
of  vital  persistence  m  these  sheets. 
They  ooms  in  with  the  butterflies  and 
goout  with  the  mosquitoes  at  water¬ 
ing  places  of  mountain  resorts.  They 
are  the  ephemera  of  a  season.  The 
society  of  which  they  claim  to  be 
repraeffiitativee  contributes  the  hews 
of  its  own  increments  and  events  to 
the D.  It  ooDtaidfi  for  right  of  .pm 

*cy  in  their  item*.  It  quarrele  ‘with 
them  only  when  thqy  give  leas  atten¬ 
tion  to  its  occasions  than  it  thinks 
ought  to  be  given.  These  papwfe  are 
more  effusive  tbaii  offensive.  They 
are  really  conducted  by  their  dontrib 
tdort.  They  are  mainly  bought  and 
read  by  them.  He  editing  of  them 
is  incompatible  vrilli  the  existence  or 
acquisition  of  brain  fever.  No  more 
individuality  than  is  required  of  a 
sifter  or  a  strainer  is  demanded  of 
their  conductors.  -  You  put  an  item 
in  the  Blot  of  tattle  and  draw  out  a 
personal  notice  of  yourself,  your 
gown,  or  your  sen  ants.  Those 
blete«d  in  this  way  are  happy  up  to 
their  limitations.  For  people,  who 
like^tliat  sort  of  thing,  that  is  pre 
cr*?  the  sort  at  thing  thepr  like. 
Thffii  sheets  are  harmless.  They 
ha vp^ neither  mehce  nor  manliness. 
They  exist  foa  the. guild  of  gentle  and 
unjsjmdiced  gossip.  Those  subjects 
are  of  absorbing  interest  to  dudes 
and  Nte  They  never  contain  any¬ 
thing- to  bring  a  blush  to  the  cheek 
of  Sir.  Podsnapto  most  fastidious 
yuungvpersoo.  One  would  as  soon 
1  r  miaffiinnnnlt  and  battery  on  a  five 
o'closffitsass  be  aagry  at  them,  or 
brin^fcoi  -  a*  battery  u i  artillery  to 
bomteteda  Asld  of  dandelion*. 

Ifiyotehtmtend  that  there  is**  room 
for  nefurffih  on  the  afcfe  whinb  the 
preqtejturn*.  towsakt-  society,  X  will 
a&VW^withgou  and  will  suggest^  that 
the  ipforng.  can  be  secured  by  a 
change  ofl  the  aide  which  spaas ty 
turns  tysffijrfs  ths  press.  By  society 
I  do  not 'mean  those  who  are  compre¬ 
hended  in  the  description,  rather 
than  in  the  arithmetical  expression 
known  as  The  400,  I  mean  them  and 
a)T others  who  a^f  be  referred  to  in 
what  I  have  further  to  say.  The 
right  to  privacy  when  a  public  inter¬ 
est  is  uot  affected  by  its  disregard  is 
indisputable.  Like  any  other  right, 
it  can  be  relinquished  or  parted  with 
for  what  its  possessor  may  deem  to 
be  a  more  desirable  equivalent*  The 
press  has  invaded  the  right  to  priv¬ 
acy.  I  cannot  depy  and  would  not 
defend  that,  but  it  has  at  times  done 
so  under  the  idea  that  its  intrusion 
w as  invited,  desired,  and  relished  in 
so  many  cases  as  U>  be  acceptable  or 
not  unpardonable  in  some  other  cases. 
The  daily  receipt  of  many  personals 
in  the  .hand  writings  of  those  named 
in  them,  with  a  polite  hope  that  they 
may  be  inserted  promptly  and  prom¬ 
inently,  is  the  experience  of  every 
morning  and  evening  paper  to  any 
community. 

v  Tbe  arrival  of  requeaU  to  send  re¬ 
porters  to  weddings,  christeniitgs,  re¬ 
ceptions,  at  hots *4  snd  the  like  is  a 
feature  of  the  mail  °{  eTer7  consider¬ 
able  jeurnal.  Qu|te  often .  juat  whet 
reporter  would  bf  preferred  ia  frank¬ 


ly  stated.  Not  tehlom  is  advanced 
lists  of  guests,  and  an  advance  de¬ 
scription  of  gowns,  ornaments  and 
the  bke  is  kindly  inclosed.  The  menu 
and  the  address  of  the  oaterer  and 
florist  can  often  be  relied  on.  It  ia 
disputed  in  newspaper  offices  whether 
the  intended  bride  or  her  father 
the  more  aounrate  historian  of  tbe 
lists  of  presents — both  aie  suspected 
of  exaggeration.  It  is,  however,  a  tru¬ 
ism  that  hardly  anybody  is  disposed 
favorably  to  consider  tbe  groom. 
Jenkins  himself  is  generally  disposed 
to  give  tbe  young  man  a  chance  and 
be  kindly  throws  in  a  few  ameliorat¬ 
ing  or  eulogistic  allusions.  The 
measure  of  offense  which  personal 
notices  and  wedding  descriptions  con 
vey  is  quickly  evinced,  for  invariably 
a  considerable  number  of  extra  copies 
are  ordered  by  the  aggrieved  victims, 
presumably  f* »»•  «n|>>  ^nsioii.  From 
those  to  whom  pimtaiuii  publicity  is 
grateful  aud  interesting  to  those  who 
by  the  material  power  of  wealth  or  by 
the  moral  power  of  culture,  character 
or  public  position,  are  themselves  ob 
jecte  of  interest,  tbe  distance  is  not 
great  and  the  progress  is  easy,  'lbe 
first  is  ohronicls  l  by  their  own  re¬ 
quest.  The  others  are  chrouicled  by 
general  request.  Of  the  first  the.  de¬ 
sire  is  to  appear  to  the  outside  world 
in  agreeable  light  The  vauity  of 
this  is  obvious,  but  if  you  assume  it 
to  be  a  struggle  town  r*  I  I  lie  ideal  it 
not  reprehensible.  I Lei  e  is  a  pullm» 
in  it  if  you  have  tbe  eyes  to  see  it, 
Nor  ain  I  sure  that  any  mau  or 
woman  ever  saw  his  or  her  name  ip 
print,  in  terms  or  surroundings  which 
either  responded  to  the  fact  of  desir¬ 
able  importance  or  created  a  theory 
of  it,  with  any  poignant  sense  of  dis¬ 
satisfaction. 

Privacy  in  many  senses  and  under 
many  circumstances  can  aim 
rtk  living;  Privacy  i 

tial  to  the  liberty  of  thought  aud  cer¬ 
tainly  to  '  the  liberty  of  expression. 

In  privacy  real  thought  i»  alone  fully 

expreeaed  as  a  rule.  In  the  pulpit  it 
is  not  always,  because  of  the  effect  on 
the  pews.  On  the  platform  it  is  not 
always  expressed  for  fear  of  the  effect 
on  the  public.  In  the  legislature  it 
is  not  always  expressed  for  fear  of  the 
effect  on  tbe  constituency.  In  the 
press  it  is  not  always  really  expressed 
for  fear  of  the  effect  on  subscribers, 
although  the  freedom  of  utterance  in 
newspapers  is  beooming  greater  every 
year.  If  the  charge  of  wantonly  in' 
vading  the  right  to  privacy  can  be 
sustained  against  the  legitimate  press 
ths  matter  is  a  serious  one.  But 
tberq  is  invasion  and  invasion.  There 
is  an  invasion  for  what  the  public  has 
a  right  to  know.  There  is  an  inva¬ 
sion  for  what  the  public  has  no  right 
to  know.  Tbe  right  to  invade  must 
issue  from  the  public  welfare  and 
tend  to  promote  it.  You  will  admit 
with  me  that  if  anything  in  this  world 
ought  to  be  private,  in  addition  to  a 
man’s  home,  his  telegrams,  his  letters 
and  bis  bank  account  ought  to  be. 
Yet  tread  gently  here.  Tweed’s  bank 
account  was  wantonly  invaded  by 
Charles  O’Connor  and  Samuel  J.  Til- 
den.  It  was  contended  to  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  exhibition  of  the  division 
made  by  Tweed  of  the  public  money 
which  he  had  privately  and  officially 
stolen.  There  was  the  same  hue  and 
cry  then  about  an  invasion  as  there  is 
now.  To  this  day  tbe  members  of 
tbe  families  of  those  offenders,  suffe  - 
ers  for  the  sins  of  their  fathers  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generations, 
have  never  forgiven  the  journalistic 
invasion  of  the  right  of  privacy  which 
was  forfeited  by  public  misdeeds-  of 
years  gone  by  but  not  forgotten. 

Nor  should  any  citizen  whose  mem 
ory  is  a  quickener  of  morals  or  a  pro¬ 
moter  of  patriotism  fail  to  recollect 
that  in  1877  a  congressional  commit¬ 
tee  with  plenary  powers  and  ruthless 
zeal,  ruthlessly  ransacked  many  pri¬ 
vate  letters  and  telegrams  in  the  hope 
to  determine  wbether'the  presidency 
of  the  United  States  had  been  bought 
or  sold  or  bidden  for  or  hawked  about 
in  I876t  They  were  read  with  an 
interest' and  avidity  and  universality 
of  perusal  rarely  commanded  by  fic¬ 
tion,  exceeded,  by  tragedy,  or  equaled 
by  poetry.  There  was  no  right  to 
privacy  in  that  investigation  which 
was  not  made  to  yield  to  the  para¬ 
mount  right  of  public  honor,  political 
safety  and  moral  justice.  The  com¬ 
plaint  of  the  country  was  that  the 
invasion  of  the  right  to  privacy  did 
not  go  far  enough,  not  that  it  went 
too  far,  but  because  tbe  private  writ¬ 
ings  and  telegrams  of  the  side  antag¬ 
onistic  to  the  one  investigated  had 
escaped  a  like  scrutiny  by  being  ju¬ 
dicially  destroyed  before  the  quest 
began.  One  may  properly  just  recall 


tbe  applauded  invasion  of  tbe  right  to 
privacy  by  a  legislative  oommittee  in 
this  city  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  w  hen 
a  godfather's  gift  of  $10,000  to  the 
preferred  child  of  a  preferred  boss 
‘was  disclosed  with  a  sound  which, 
like  that  of  the  guns  fired  at  Concord 
bridge,  was  heard  round  the  world 
That  was  an  invasion  of  the  right  to 
privacy  which,  though  local,  was 
memorable.  Who  can  maintain  it\Ft 
the  inquiry  was  wroDg  ?  Tbe  money 
given  was  earned  in  public  office. 
Until  wrong  abandons  seorecy  tbe 
press  invasion  of  the  privacy  of  wtong 
will  be  persistent,  frequent  aud  suc¬ 
cessful.

At  the  oonolusion  of  the  ceremonies  Gov¬ 
ernor  Griggs,  ex  Governor  Werts  and  the 
state  officers  and  members  of  the  legisla¬ 
ture  went  to  the  reviewing  stand,  from 
which  they  reviewed  the  Inaugural  parade, 
which  had  started  In  time  to  reach  the 
stand  shortly  after  tbe  arrival  of  the  gov¬ 
ernor.  The  parade  was  purely  a  civic  one, 
In  deference  to  the  wishes  of  Governor 
Griggs. 

There  were  over  6,000  men  in  line,  chief¬ 
ly  from  Essex,  Camden,  Mcroor,  Possaio, 
Sussex,  Union  and  Hudson  counties.

The  decorations  ak 
the  opera  house  and  statehouse  especially

After  the  parade  tbe  governor  was  en¬ 
tertained  at  a  lunch  In  tho  Trenton  House, 
after  which  he  held  a  reception  in  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  chamber  In  the  statehouse.  Two- 
score  of.  offioers  of  the  national  guard 
tended  in  full  uniform.
